The intention is 
to report the bill to the house at once, 
but to delay pressing it for passage 
probably for another week.. 
Sales Tax Pian Abandoned. 
Comparatively little criticism has 
developed to the new adjusted service 
certificate plan among members of 
congress ‘who are favorable to bonus 
legislation. Such attacks as have thus 
far been launched against the new 
plan are from those who are opposed 
to any bonus legislation whatever. 
The opposition to a sales tax ema- 
nated chiefly from miembers. of con- 
gress favorable to bonus legislation, 
This opposition was sufficjent to cause 
the ways and means committee to 
abandon all attempts to report a bill 
imposing new taxes. The Republi- 
cans favorable to some kind of bonus 
legislation who fought the proposed 
tax are inclined to the belief that the 
present scheme offers the most feas- 
' ble solution of the troublesome prob- 
lem.

The 22d street district—headquarters 
of the On Leongs—presented silent, de- 
serted streets and dark houses. 

Police Gather Story. 

At St. Luke’s hospital, the wounded 
men were questioned. “Who did it?” 
They answered: “No can tell.” Even 
when told that the saving of their lives 
wags improbable their silence continued. 
But—— 

Bit by bit the police pieced two and 
two together. The dead man was 
identified as Joe Suey Quong, a Hip 
Sing laundryman of 2826 Armitage av- 
enue. The dying man was Tom Fuey, 
a Hip Sing tongman. The wounded 
man was Li Loy, the keeper of the 
gambling house, a Hip Sing adherent. 
And the Chinaman who told the police 
was Wo Li, another Hip Sing man. 

In police annals the feud of the Hip 
Sings and the On Leongs in the years 
just prior to 1912 and their final sepa- 
ration into the two districts on South 
Clark street and 22d street are famous. 

The victims this time were Hip 


On Leong Brother Heid. 

Joe Wing, a waiter of the On Léong 
tong, is under arrest as the slayer. 
Police have heard that, wearing a 
false mustache, he walked into the 
basement and shot the three players of 
the game. 

Rumor says that Li Loy had not paid 
his monthly tribute as a gambling 
house keeper to the On Leongs—now

—by far the weaker clan—must do.

MT. VESUVIUS 
_HURLS ASHES, 
STONES, LAVA 


NAPLES, March 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Mount Vesuvius again 
isin eruption, Thé phenomenon began 
with two mild shocks of earthquake 
which were followed by the collapse 
of the eruptive cone, 200 feet high, 
which stood inside the crater. 

The fall of the cone was accom- 
panied by rumblings and explosions 
and the throwing out of ashes and 
incandescent stones. Liquid lava 
poured out from the crater in streams 
and in the twenty-four hours since the 
disturbance began it covers an area 
of 100,000 square feet. 

The lava has formed round the 
crater an incandescent band more than 
300 feet wide. The temperature of this 
molten mass is 2,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The width of the crater is now 
1,600 feet. Prof. Malladra, director of 
the observatory on Vesuvius, descend- 
ed into the crater at the beginning of 
the eruption. The heat scorched his 


face.

Former Premier 
Millerand of France in a meeting of 
the supreme council openly declared 
that Greeks were given Smyrna on 
condition that they would suppress 
Kemal. Had the United States played 
the rdle intended by the allies Amer!i- 
can troops a few months later would 
have fought the same Turkish nation- 
alists to prevent their union with Rus- 
sia.

‘SUB’ CHASERS TO 
AID DRYS INWAR 
ON RUM RUNNERS 


‘Navy Terriers’ to Pa- 
trol Coast. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—The 
prohibition “navy” will be ready for 
operation in Atlantic coastal waters in 
search of liquor smugglers some time 
this month, it was declared tonight at 
enforcement headquarters. 

Arrangements have been completed, 
officials said, whereby the prohibition 
bureau is to have the use of submarine 
chasers not now being used by the 
coast guard. Nine of these little craft, 
former navy terriers, are said to be im- 
mediately available for transfer to dry 
law commandets. 


Haynes Mum on Plans. 


Prohibition Commissioner Haynes de- 
clared tonight that it would take about 
two weeks to man and equip the “ sub” 
chasers for duty as a prohibition sea 
patrol, but declined to divulge his 
plans for meeting in their own element 
the swarms of rum runners said to in- 
fest the Atlantic coast lest valuable in- 
formation reach the ears of wily liquor 
skippers. 

It was learned, however, that prohi- 
bition authorities contemplate a screen 
of swift ships operating from Maine to 
Florida, and in the Gulf of Mexico, to 
prevent the landing of illicit alcohol. 
“Sub” chasers to form the prohibition 
fleet, officials said, are being loaned by 
the coast guard, as it is unable to com- 
mission them for this service because 
of lack of funds and trained person- 
nel.

SUBWAY NOW. 


In the report of the cit¥™fawyers, éounsel for 
the local transportation committee, on transporta- 
tion needs, section H. is as follows: “ Construction 
of one or more: subways, to be and remain the 
property of the city, is to be begun immediately. 
The cost thereof-is to be defrayed from the exist- 
ing ‘traction fund.’” The report is signed by Wil- 
liam H. Sexton, Stephen A. Foster, and Jerome N. 
Frank. 


It is simple, brief recommendation, because 


. both the need and the ability of the city aré so 


clearly established. It is necessary only to recog- 
nize the one and use the other. There are other 
questions involved, but théy do not interfere. The 
city has the money to make an important start in 


subway construction. It only has to make a deci- 


sion. 


It would be better if there were a clearer under- 
standing with the existing transportation lines, but 
the lack of that does not prevent construction. 
What Chicago needs is to ‘start subway building 
now. Later other arrangements will be made, but 
if building waits upon arrangements it may wait 
for years, for another generation. Chicago's hab- 
its are of years’ standing, and are well known. 


If the subway plan becomes involved with ques- 


tions relating to the consolidation of the elevated 
and surface lines, to the taking over of existing 
lines by the city, to the financing of consolidations, 
etc., it will be lost. 7

city does not need to consult all these various ele- 
ynents and issues fur the financing of subway 
construction, as in different circumstances it

We know that fast ships cannot 
be had without government subsidy because they 
must compete against subsidized boats, > om they 
cannot do it. ° 

Without subsidies the United States will not 
have the fast auxiliaries. 


JAPAN ON THE RIGHT PATH. 
A Tokio dispatch announces that Japan is 
taking prompt steps to carry out the Shantung 
treaty in a most faithful and complete manner. 
“Not a Japanese bayonet will be left in Sflan- 
tung within three months,” says a high official. 
“Our response to charges of bad faith will be 
facts and actions which the world can gee.”

LITTLE ARMY LESSONS. . 

The efforts of the house subcommittee on appre- 
priations to reduce government experfditures have 
again brought it around to the point of reducing 
the United States army to an enlisted strength 
of £15,000 men. As a result we are again con- 
fronted with the necessity of a decision as to the 
point where retrenchment in government expendi- 
tures ceases to be economy and becomes waste. 

In the matter of maintaining an army, we be- 
lieve, that point is considerably above 115,000. 
Former Chief of Staff March says the minimum 
number necessary to garrison our possessions and 
coast defenses, do necessary police work at home, 
maintain such | a framework of organization as 
could be filled up efficiently by civilian soldiers 
and recruits in casg of war, help in training the 
guard and reserve, and carry on the necessary 
service of supply, is not less than 200,000. 

Congress has already discounted these figures 
by 25 per cent. Now it is considefing another 
reduction of almost the same proportion. It is a 
dangerous economy. The condition of the world 
is not so peaceful and filled with brotherly love 
that we can afford to throw away all our weapons, 
and even eliminate essential parts of frame- 
work of an army to be drawn from the people. 
If we should do that, tin event of trouble, which is

There ig some possibility of this, and it is this 
possibility that seems to explain the action of Gen. 
Ch’en in opposing the northern expedition of Dr. 
Sun, even to the extent of refusing troops and the 
money of Kwantung province, which is the only 
province wholly subordinate to Dr. Sun's govern- 
ment. This explains the virtual retirement of 
Ch’en to his ancestral home at Waichow, making 


provincial government well organized. Ch’en is, in 
fact, an Organizer, which makes him the military 
power that he is, but he cannot get along with 
Sun Yat-een on questions of policy, no matter how 
much he may agree with him in principle, as he 


There has been a recent development in Canton 
that is disturbing to Wu Pei-fu and his followers. 
“Little Hsu” has been 
in Canton lately, and it 
is éven reported that he 
journeyed on to Kweilin 
and spent several days 
in conference with Sun 
Yat-sen. Now, Little 
Hsu” was the president 
of the Japanese aided 
Anfu club, which in the 
summer of 1920 made an 
attack on Peking at a 
time when Japan was 
putting fresh and tight- 
er screws on the Peking 
government, and then, 
as possibly even now, if

“ Little Hsu” in Canton! No wonder Wu Pei-fu 
sat up and took notice. In fact, he hurried a mes- 
senger to Canton in early February to find out a 
few things for himself. If the Anfu club was try- 
ing to come back, and if the Japanese intriguers 
were trying to get the Canton government into the 
indescribable mess horth of the Yangtze, Wu Pei-fu 
wanted to know it before he decided whether he 
safely could cast his lot with the Constitutionalist 
government. For be it recalled that it was Wu 
Pei-fu who cgme hurrying up from the Yangtze 
with his well trained troops and defeated the Anfu 
crowd in a battle between Tientsin and Peking. 

The Anfu leaders fied into Peking and received 
asylum in the Japanese legation; for Japan, having 
put up 120,000,000 yen tq finance the plot, was com- 
pelied to take care of ita particular tools. It, was 
this vic that won prominence for Wu Pei-fu 
and high honors from the present Peking govern- 
ment, with which he has little sympathy. It is paly 
that he is intense patgiat and detests Japan 
more than the cliqve in control at Peking. 
“Little Hsy™ escaped from the Japanese legation 
after a few months, and since has spent much of 
hig time in Japan.

THE QUESTION BOX. 
UBUQUE, Ia.—I want to do 
some fly fishing for bass this 
year. What length and weight 
rod would you recommend? 
ANGLER. 


ANSWER.—The ideal base rod is one with 
plenty of backbone. It ought to be strong 
enough to handle some mighty tough, 
scrappy bass; in swift water. As for length, 
that’s up to.you. If you are a “hefty” 
fellow, you probably can wield a long rod 
all day and not mind it, and if such is the 
case, you may want to own a ten or ten 
and a half footer. A nine and a half 
footer is a fine length. As for weight of 
your rod, a nine and a half foot bamboo 
should weigh from 5% to 5% ounces, and 
6 or 6% ounces should be about the weight 
of a ten footer.

Jackson, Mich.—1. When does the 
small mouth bass spawn in this sec- 
tion? 2. How long does it take for 
the eggs to hatch? R. L. M. 


ANSWER—1. The small mouth 
spawns anywhere from the end of April to 
the end of June. It depends upon the kind 
of a spring we have. An early, warm 
spring means early spawning. Nest building 
usually begins when the water reaches a 
temperature of 60 degrees, but eggs are not 
laid until the mercury touches 62 or 65 
degrees. 2. The eggs hatch on an average 
{also depending on the temperature of the 
water] in twelve days. As you doubtless 
know, the male fish guards the nest, and 
after the eggs are hatched he leads 
small army of offspring away from the 
nest and into the weeds, and then they have 
to take care of themselves. 3

take the rock bass on a fly? 2. How 
large does this fish grow?

ANSWER.—Sure you can catch rock bass 
with flies. They frequent much the same 
place as their larger cousins, the small 
mouth, and when taken in cold water are 
pretty good eating.

More often 
you will hook half pounders, but they 
strike a fly viciously, and for a short time 
put up quite a fight.

HOW TO GROW BIG ONIONS. 

T is a rare thing.to see onions grow- 
ing in the small gardener’s hotbed, 
and yet the only way to produce 
big, mild, tender onions in gardens 

this far north is to start them early 

under glass and transplant them later. 

Southward that is not so essential, 

| because they can be started early 

enough in the open to develop into full 
sized bulbs. 

Danvers, Ailsa Craig and Prizetakers 

are among the good varieties to be 
| gtarted under glass and transplanted. 
| Onions started in this way can be used 
|at different times—some can be pulled 

‘and used as young onions—and others 
kept to develop into big bulbs. For 

_ the first crop of young onions use sets, 

‘with the seedlings to come along for 

the second early crop. Thin them out 

to make room for those that are to be 
grown into big onions. 

In transplanting the seedlings give 
them the richest, loamiest spot in the 
-garden. If you do not have a hotbed or 
cold frame, sow the seed in a box 
jindoors and transplant them in the 
open about six inches apart. 

Handle the seedlings carefully at 
transplanting time. Pinch off the tips 
of the tender seedlings, and avoid 
breaking the stems in setting and firm 
the soil.

Deputizes Baptists as His 


“Helpers.” 


“ And what are you going to do about 
it?” demanded the Rev. J. H. William- 
son, Mayor Thompson's new super- 
cabinet officer, shaking his finger with 
vehemence in the faces 
hundred Baptists gathered in their 
Woodlawn church at 624 street and 
University avenue last night. 

“It” was the prevalence of law 
violatione in Chicago, everywhere from 
gunmen and moonshine to the im- 
proper dances of the day, and the ap- 
parent impotence of the arm of the 
law in doing away with the same. 


Before the congregation had a 
chance to make up its mind just what 
it would do the Rev. Mr. Williamson, 
who is charged with the duty of en- 
forcing the law, did it for them. 

He organized, on the spot, a citizen’s 
committeee, making the Rev. Mel- 
bourne P. Boynton, the pastor, chair- 
man. The committee was to operate 
in its own neighborhood, investigating, 
and to report ¢p Dr. Williamson all vio- 
lations. 

“ This will be the biggest death blow 
to criminality that it has yet been 
dealt,” he declared. “Let the 10,000 
criminals know that 25,000 organized 
Christians are out after them.” 

The best kind of “helper” he can 
have, the super-cabinet officer ex- 
plained, was he who made his com- 
plaint on one of the mayor’s uniform 
blanks, signed his name to it, and 
swore to the truth of his accusations 
before a notary public. On such com- 
plaints Dr. Williamson promised im- 
mediate action. 

100 Sign Cards. 

Cards were passed throughout the 
congregation, over 100 “ signing on the 
dotted line,” as members of the citizens’ 
committee. Their pastor smiled, call- 
ing the result “ splendid.” 

“ How many of you read your Bibles 
today, and how many your news- 
papers?”’ the law enforcer asked earlier 
in his‘address. “I read both. I read 
a headline saying ‘ Police Lose Control 
of Cabarets.’ In a few weeks’ time 
a shocking murder may come from 
one of these ‘dives,’ as a result of not 
allowing a policeman in the neighbor- 
hood to investigate or make arrests. 

“ Don’t get enraged and say, ‘ What's 
the matter with the police?’ Instead, 
turn your attention to the courts, and 
ask them why they issued those in- 
junctions. Ask the judges why.” 


Outlines Church’s Function. 


Only with an aroused, public, angry 
consciousness can we get a law abiding 
city, the. Rev. Williamson went on, 
emphasizing the “angry.” We won't 
have one with “chloroformed church 
people,” he said. 

“ The church's function is more than 
acknowledging the deity,” he contin- 
ued. “It is more than singing praise, 
more than an institution to prevent 
criminality.”” Here a pause, when, in 
an aside, he said that if folks went 
to church more he'd lose his job, that 
the country’s menace is the man with- 
out a church, that the lawless element 
doesn’t come out of the church's ranks. 

“The church's duty is to have lead- 
ership and to make its people follow, 
in crises like that of today. Churches 
must answer on judgment day why 
they were apathetic.” 

To Speak in All Churches. 


Dr. Williamson announced his inten- 
tion to stand in the pulpits of all 
churches, Jewish, Catholic, all Pro- 
testant denominations, with or without 
invitation, to make his plea. 

“We will now all sing together,”’ 
announced the Rev. Mr. Boynton, in 
closing the service, “‘There Will be 
Showers of Blessing.’ And there wil 
be, if we heed Dr. Williamson's worde.”

GALLI-CURCI’S RECITAL 


HEADS SUNDAY’S CONCERTS 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 

Amelita Galli-Curci’s song recital at 
the Auditorium was by rods and miles 
the outstanding event of yesterday aft- 
ernoon’s musical events. Often as she 
has sung here in the past, there is 
difficulty in believing that she was ever 
in better form. 

That with Galli-Curcil means some- 
thing altogether delightful. One may 
argue to the best of one’s desire about 
the down and recovering up curve of 
her trill—there are many things in 
one of her appearances to offset it. 
Among them is the quality of her voice, 
a velvety, caressing quality that sways 
to gentle 
gayety, and always with its appeal. 

According to her custom, she com- 
bined arias with songs, brilliantly ex- 
ecuted bits from operas, sometimes 
with the assistance of Manuel Beren- 
guer’s flute obbligati, that were lovelier 
than ever, because her voice warmed 
them into extra loveliness; songs whose 
authorship ranged all the way from 
the ancient Bononcini to the very much 
alive Homer Samuels. And there were 
encores almost without number—she 
is almost too generous with them—all 
the way from “ Clavelitos” to “ Long, 
Long Ago.” If you want to hear how 
graceful and attractive a popular song 
can be, you should hear Galli-Curci 
sing “ Lindy Lou.” 

At the same hour there was an 


astonishing efiild at Orchestra hall. 
She is Anita Malkin, 10 years old, and 
she plays the violin in a way that plen- 
ty of much older people would like to 
be able to do. With all the aplomb 
in the world she sailed serenely through 
Mendelssohn's Concerto at a very good 
speed, with single and double notes 
almost invariably in the middle of the 
pitch, with a tone that never failed 
to be full and never became a squeak, 
finally, most startling of all, with an 
idea of musicianship. Give her time— 
not so very much at that, apparently— 
and at the present rate she will make 
a stir. 

Elizabeth Bonner, a newcoming vis- 
itor, appeared in a song recital at the 
Grand Opera house. She rejoices in 
the possession of a genuine contralto 
voice, a type about as rare as a genu- 
ine basso. In her present stage of de- 
velopment she has gone in for brilliant 
effects, and her voice is hard finished, 
rather than velvety. But she has dra- 
matic instinct, and she knows how to 
English.

Margaret Wilson, pianist, was at the 
Playhouse. She was heard in the Schu- 
mann Fantasie, which she played stu- 
diously, though not without some false 
notes, firmly, and with care for what 
is sometimes referred to as its message. 
She was well received.

FOREIGNERS 
WHEAT 
CORN RUN LESS 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 

Grain prices have reached a point 
@here there will have to be new sus- 
taining factors if the recent improve- 
ment in business conditions is to con- 
tinue. If not, the change for ‘the bet- 
ter may receive a setback which will 
make it harder than ever to start an- 
other change in sentiment and in- 
crease in confidence in the business 
community and an improvement in 
the agricultural conditions later in the 
geason. 3 

There has been an estimated advance 
equal to over $1,000,000,000 in the price 
of grains and live stock from ‘the low 
point of the season, Foreigners have 
nad an active part in creating a change 
of sentiment and a general improve- 


May Wheat Closes at $1.50. 


Wheat prices have advanced 47c a bu 
for May delivery, reaching alm $1.60 
the last week. Corn is up eq to 20c 
a bu since the first week in January, 
and farmers are getting 45@52c in states 
east of the Missouri river, and around 
40@45c in parts of Nebraska. 

Foreign markets have led the advance. 
particularly in wheat, and foreign tra- 
ders have been large buyers. England, 
Italy, Japan, Greece, Norway, Russia, 
and Austria have bought heavily. Within 
a few days Russia and Austria have 
taken 4,476,000 bu of wheat from Ar- 
gentina, and 65,000,000 bu, or one-half 
of the Argentine’s surplus has already 
peen sold and is being shipped as fast 
as possible. 

The question in the minds of the grain 
trade not only here, but the world over, 
is how much of the bullish conditions 
have been discounted by the recent ad- 
vance in prices, if not how much more 
is needed. Many look for a further up- 
turn while otherg ask how much of a 
reaction will be necessary to keep mar- 
kets in a healthy condition. Many mar- 
kets have advanced out of line, particu- 
larly May wheat at Chicago. Northwest- 
ern markets have shown increased 
strength. 

Enormous realizing sales were on last 
week and the grain was well taken. 
There has been a shifting of the load, and 
it is necessary for a great deal of sup- 
port on-breaks. Those enthusiastic be- 
lieve in buying on all good declines. 

Southwest Drought Broken. 

A break in the southwestern drought 
through rain and snow has relieved the 
wheat markets of the stimulating influ- 
ence of a crop scare in the southwest for 
the time being. A little warm weatflier 
and a greening up of the crop will prob- 
ably start a great deal of bearish talk 
about improvement in the crop, but con- 
ditions there are so low that they can- 
not go much lower, and should there be 
any change of importance it will have to 
be in the way of an improvement. 

Exporters took 10,000,000 bu of wheat 
in all positions last week, a larger per- 
centage being of hard winter at the gulf 
at advancing premiurns, than for a long 
time. There was also a lot of durum 
and Manitobas in addition to extensive 
purchases in Argentine and Australia. 

Evidently the advance had discounted
